(3) “Caoallecting officer”, the officer of the
municipality responsible for receiving and
processing paymentsin lieu of taxes, economic
activity taxesother than economicactivity taxes
which arelocal salestaxes, and other local taxes
other than local salestaxes, and, for local sales
taxes and state taxes, the director of revenue;

(4) “Development area”, an areadesignated
by a municipality which area shall have the
following characteristics:

(@) It includes only those parcels of real
property directly and substantially benefitted
by the proposed development plan;

(b) It can berenovated through oneor more
development projects;

(c) It iscontiguous, provided, however that
a development area may include up to three
noncontiguous ar eas selected for development
pr oj ects, provided that each noncontiguousar ea
meets the requirements of paragraphs(a) and
(b) of thissubdivision;

(d) The development area shall not exceed
ten percent of the entire area of the
municipality.

Subject to the limitation set forth in this
subdivision, the development area can be
enlarged or modified as provided in
section 99.1036;

(5) “ Development plan”, thecomprehensive

program of a municipality and to thereby
enhance the tax bases of the taxing districts
which extend into the development area
through the reimbur sement, payment, or other
financing of development project costs in
accor dancewith sections99.1000t099.1060 and
through the exercise of the powers set forth in
sections 99.1000 to 99.1060. The development
plan shall conform to the requirements of
section 99.1027,

(6) “Development project”, any
development project within adevelopment area
which creates a renewable fuel production
facility, and any such development proj ect shall
include a legal description of the area selected
for such-development project;

(7). Development project area”, the area
located within a development area selected for
a development proj ect;

(8) “Development project costs’, include
thesumtotal of all reasonableor necessary costs
incurred or estimated to be incurred, and any
such costsincidental tothedevelopment plan or
adevelopment project, asapplicable, which are
expended on public property, buildings, or
rights-of-way for public purposesor for public
institutions in furtherance of a development
project. Such costsinclude, but arenot limited
to, the following:

() Costs of studies, appraisals, surveys,
plans, and specifications,

(b) Professional servicecosts, including, but
not limited to, architectural, engineering, legal,
marketing, financial, planning, or special
Services;

(c) Property assembly costs, including, but
not limited to, acquisition of land and other
property, real or personal, or rightsor interests
therein, demolition of buildings, and the
clearing and grading of land,;

(d) Costs of rehabilitation, reconstruction,
repair, or remodeling of existing buildings and
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fixtures;

(e) Costs of construction of public works or
improvements,

(f) Financing costs, including, but not
limited to, all necessary and incidental expenses
related to the issuance of obligations issued to
finance all or any portion of the costs of one or
more development projects, and which may
include capitalized interest on any such
obligations and reasonable reserves related to
any such obligations,

(9) All or a portion of a taxing district's
capital costs resulting from any development
project necessarily incurred or tobeincurredin
furtheranceof theobjectivesof thedevelopment
plan, to the extent the municipality by written
agreement accepts and approves such costs,

(h) Relocation costs to the extent that a
municipality determines that relocation costs
shall be paid or are required to be paid by
federal or statelaw;

(i) Paymentstotaxing districtson aprorata
basis to partially reimburse taxes diverted by
approval of a development pr gj ect;

() State government costs, including, but
not limited to, the reasonable costsincurred by
the department of economic development and
the department of revenue in evaluating an
application for and administering state
supplemental rural development financing for
a development project; and

(k) Endowment of governmental or public
institutions of research or higher education.

(9) “Economic activity taxes’, the total
additional revenue from taxes which are
imposed by the municipality and other taxing
districts, and which are generated by economic
activitieswithin each development project area
over the amount of such taxes generated by
economic activities within such development
project areain thebaselineyear, taxesimposed

on sales or charges for seeping rooms paid by
transient guests of hotels and motels, licenses,
fees, or special assessments;

(10) “Major initiative”, a development
project that:

(a) Promotes the development of a facility
producing either a good derived from an
agricultural commodity or using a process to
produce a good derived from an agricultural
product, the estimated cost of which isin excess
of the amount set forth below for the
municipality, as applicable; or

(b) Promotes business location or
expansion, the estimated cost of which is in
excess of the amount set forth below for the
municipality, and is estimated to create at least
as many new jobs as set forth below within
three years of such location or expansion:

Population of Estimated New Jobs
Municipality Project Cost Created
99,999 or less $3,000,000 at least 30;

(11) “Municipality”, any city, village,
incor porated town, or any county of this state
established on or prior to January 1, 2001,

(12) *“Obligations’, bonds, loans,
debentures, notes, special certificates, or other
evidences of indebtedness issued by the
authority or other public entity authorized to
issue such obligations pursuant to
sections 99.1000 to 99.1060 to carry out a
development project or to refund outstanding
obligations;

(13) “Ordinance”, an ordinanceenacted by
the governing body of any municipality or an
order of thegover ning body of such amunicipal
entity whose governing body is not authorized
to enact ordinances;
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(14) “ Other net new revenues’, the amount
of state salestax increment or state income tax
increment or the combination of the amount of
each such increment as determined under
section 99.1045;

(15) “Payment in lieu of taxes’, those
revenues from real property in each
development project area, which taxingdistricts
would have received had the municipality not
adopted a development plan and the
municipality not adopted development
financing, and which would result from levies
made after the time of the adoption of
development financing during the time the
current equalized valueof real property in such
development project area exceeds . the-total
equalized value of real property in such
development project area during the basdine
year until development financing for such
development project area expires or is
terminated pursuant to sections 99.1000 to
99.1060;

(16) “ Renewablefuel production facility”, a
facility producing an energy source which is
derived from arenewable, domestically grown,
organic compound capable of powering
machinery, including an engineor power plant,
and any by-product derived from such energy
sour ce;

(17) “ Special allocation fund”, the fund of
the municipality or itsauthority required to be
established pursuant to section 99.1042 which
special allocation fund shall contain at least four
separate segregated accounts into which
payments in lieu of taxes are deposited in one
account, economic activity taxes are deposited
in a second account, other net new revenuesare
deposited in a third account, and other
revenues, if any, received by theauthority or the
municipality for the purpose of implementing a
development plan or a development project are
deposited in a fourth account;

(18) “State income tax increment”, the

estimate of the income tax due the state for
salariesor wages paid to new employeesin new
jobs at a business located in the development
project area and created by the development
project. The estimate shall be a percentage of
the gross payroll which percentage shall be
based upon an analysis by the department of
revenue of the practical tax rate on gross
payroll asafactor in overall taxableincome. In
no event shall the percentage exceed two
per cent;

(19) “State sales tax increment”, the
incremental increase in the state sales tax
revenue in the development project area. The
incremental _increase for an existing facility
shall be-the amount that the state sales tax
revenueof thefacility exceedsthe state salestax
revenue of thefacility in the baselineyear. The
incremental increase for a relocating facility
shall be the amount that the state sales tax
revenue of thefacility exceedsthe state salestax
revenue for the facility in the calendar year
prior torelocation;

(20) “ State salestax revenues’, the general
revenue portion of state sales tax revenues
received pursuant to section 144.020, RSMo,
excluding sales taxes that are constitutionally
dedicated, taxes deposited to the school district
trust fund in accordance with section 144.701,
RSMo, sales and use taxes on motor vehicles,
trailers, boats and outboard motorsand future
sales taxes earmar ked by law;

(21) “Taxing districts’, any political
subdivision of this state having the power to
levy taxes, and

(22) “Taxing district's capital costs’, those
costs of taxing districts for capital
improvementsthat are found by the municipal
governingbodiesto benecessary and todirectly
result from a development project.

99.1006. Each municipality may create an
authority to be known as a “Rural Economic
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Stimulus Authority”; provided, however:

(1) No such authority shall transact any
business or exercise its powers under sections
99.1000 to 99.1060 until and unless the
governing body of such municipality shall, in
accor dancewith subsection 1 of section 99.1033,
approve, by ordinance, the exercise of the
powers, functions, and duties of an authority
under sections 99.1000 to 99.1060;

(2) No governing body of a municipality
shall adopt an ordinance pursuant to
subdivision (1) of this section unlessit finds:

(@) That it would be in the interest of the
public to consider the establishment of a
development area in accordance with. sections
99.1000 to 99.1060; and

(b) That the development of such a
development areawould bein theinterest of the
public health, safety, morals, or welfare of the
residents of such municipality.

99.1009. 1. Each authority shall begover ned
by a board of commissioners. The number of
commissioners serving on the board of’ each
authority shall benolessthan five and nomore
than fourteen, which number shall be
established by ordinance of the municipality.

2. One of the initial commissioners
appointed pursuant to this subsection shall be
appointed by the school district or districts
located within the development areafor aterm
of three years. The other initial commissioners
appointed pursuant to this subsection shall
serve staggered terms of one, two, and three
years as determined by the mayor or chief
executive officer of the municipality at thetime
of their appointment. Thereafter, successor
commissioner sshall be appointed by the mayor
or chief executive officer of the municipality or
theschool district or districtsmakingtheinitial
appointments for a term of three years. All
vacancies shall be filled by appointment of the
mayor or chief executive officer of the

municipality, or the school district or districts,
for the unexpired term. In addition to the
commissioners appointed in accordance with
this subsection, a nonvoting advisor shall be
appointed by the other taxing districts located
within the development ar ea.

99.1012. 1. The powers of the authority
shall beexer cised by itsboard of commissioners.
A majority of thecommissioner sshall constitute
a quorum of such board for the purpose of
conducting business and exer cising the powers
of the authority and for all other purposes.
Action may betaken by the board upon a vote
of a majority of the commissioners present in
person or by teleconference, unlessin any case
the bylaws of the authority shall require a
lar ger rnumber. Meetings of the board of the
authority may be held anywhere within the
municipality.

2. The commissioners of the authority
annually shall elect a chair and vice chair from
among the commissioners; however, the first
chair shall be designated by the mayor for a
term of oneyear. The mayor or chief executive
officer of the municipality shall serve asthe co-
chair of the authority. The authority may
employ an executivedirector, technical experts,
and such other officers, agents, and employees,
permanent and temporary, as it may require,
and shall determinetheir qualifications, duties,
and compensation. For such legal servicesasit
may require, an authority may call upon the
chief law officer of the municipality or may
employ itsown counsel and legal staff.

3. A commissioner of an authority shall
receive no compensation for hisor her services,
but may receive the necessary expenses,
including traveling expenses, incurred in the
discharge of his or her duties. Each
commissioner shall hold office until a successor
has been appointed.

4. For inefficiency or neglect of duty or
misconduct in office, a commissioner of an
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authority may be removed by the mayor or
chief executive officer of the municipality.

99.1015. 1. In any suit, action, or proceeding
involving the validity or enforcement of or
relating to any contract of an authority entered
into pursuant to sections 99.1000 to 99.1060,
such authority shall be conclusively deemed to
have become established and authorized to
transact businessand exer ciseitspowersunder
sections 99.1000 to 99.1060 upon proof of the
adoption of the appropriate ordinance
prescribed in section 99.1006. Each such
ordinance shall be deemed sufficient if it
authorizes the exercise of powers under
sections99.1000t0 99.1060 by theauthority and
sets forth the findings of the municipality--as
required in subdivision (2) of section 99.1006,
but isnot required to expresdy statethedetails
supporting such findings.

2. A copy of such ordinanceduly certified by
theclerk of themunicipality shall beadmissible
in evidencein any suit, action, or proceeding.

3. No lawsuit to set asidethe creation of an
authority, the approval of a development plan,
development project, development ‘area or
development project area, or a tax levied
pursuant to sections 99.1000 to 99.1060, or to
otherwise question the validity of the
proceedings related thereto, shall be brought
after the expiration of ninety days from the
effective date of the ordinance or resolution in
question.

99.1018. 1. The authority shall ‘constitute a
public body corporate and politic, exercising
publicand essential gover nmental functionsand
havingall thepower snecessary or convenient to
carry out and effectuate the purposes and
provisions of sections 99.1000 to 99.1060,
including the following powers in addition to
others granted pursuant to sections 99.1000 to
99.1060:

(1) Tosueand to be sued; to have a seal and

to alter the same at the authority’s pleasure; to
have per petual succession; to makeand execute
contracts and other instruments necessary or
convenient to the exercise of the powers of the
authority; and to make and from time to time
amend and repeal bylaws, rules, and
regulations, not inconsistent with sections
99.1000 to 99.1060, to carry out the provisions
of sections 99.1000 to 99.1060;

(2) Toprepareor causeto beprepared and
approved development plans and development
projectsto be considered at public hearingsin
accor dancewith sections99.1000t099.1060 and
to undertake and carry out development plans
and development projects which have been
adopted-by ordinance;

(3)_To arrange or contract for the
furnishing or repair, by any person or agency,
publicor private, of services, privileges, streets,
roads, publicutilities, or other facilitiesfor or in
connection with any development project; and
notwithstanding anything to the contrary
contained in sections 99.1000 to 99.1060 or any
other. provison of law, to agree to any
conditions that it may deem reasonable and
appropriate attached to federal financial
assistanceand imposed pursuant to federal law
relating to the determination of prevailing
salaries or wages or compliance with labor
standards,intheundertakingor carryingout of
any development project, and to includein any
contract let in connection with any such
development project provisionstofulfill such of
the conditions as it may deem reasonable and

appropriate;

(4) Within a development area, to acquire
by purchase, lease, gift, grant, bequest, devise,
or otherwise, or obtain options upon, any real
or personal property or any interest therein,
necessary or incidental to a development
project, all in the manner and at such price as
the authority determines is reasonably
necessary to achieve the objectives of a
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development plan;

(5) Within a development area, subject to
provisions of section 99.1021 with regard tothe
disposition of real property, to sdl, lease,
exchange, transfer, assign, subdivide, retain for
its own use, mortgage, pledge, hypothecate, or
otherwise encumber or dispose of any real or
personal property or any interest therein, all in
themanner and at such priceand subject to any
covenants, restrictions, and conditions as the
authority determinesisreasonably necessary to
achievethe objectivesof adevelopment plan; to
make any such covenants, restrictions, or
conditions as covenants running with the land,
and to provide appropriate remedies for any
breach of any such covenants; restrictions; or
conditions, including theright in the authority
to terminate such contractsand any interest in
the property created pursuant thereto;

(6) Within a development area, to clear any
area by demolition or removal of existing
buildingsand structures;

(7) Toinstall, repair, construct, reconstr uct,
or relocate streets, utilities, and site
improvements as necessary or-desirablefor the
preparation of a development area for use in
accor dance with a development plan;

(8 Within a development area, to fix,
charge, and collect fees, rents, and other charges
for the use of any real or personal property, or
any portion thereof, in which the authority has
any interest;

(99 To accept grants, guarantees, and
donations of property, labor, or other things of
value from any public or private source for
purposes of implementing a development plan;

(20) In accordance with section 99.1021, to
select one or more developers to implement a
development plan, or one or mor e development
projects, or any portion ther eof;

(11) Tochargeasadevelopment project cost
the reasonable costsincurred by the authority,

the department of economic development, the
department of revenue or the office of
administration in evaluating, administering, or
implementing the development plan or any
development project;

(12) Toborrow money and issueobligations
in accor dance with sections 99.1000 to 99.1060
and provide security for any such loans or
obligations;

(13) Toinsureor providefor theinsurance
of any real or personal property or operations
of the authority against any risks or hazards,
including the power to pay premiums on any
such insurance; and to enter into any contracts
necessary toeffectuate the purposes of sections
99.1000 to 99.1060;

(14" Within a development area, to
renovate, rehabilitate, construct, repair, or
improveany improvements, buildings, parking
gar ages, fixtures, structures, and other facilities;

(15) Within adevelopment areato exercise
all powers and perform all functions of a
transportation development district pursuant to
sections 238.200 to 238.275, RSMo;

(16) Toinvest any fundsheld in reservesor
sinking funds, or any funds not required for
immediate disbursement, in property or
securities in which savings banks may legally
invest funds subject to their control; to redeem
obligations at the redemption price established
therein or to purchase obligations at less than
redemption price, all obligationssoredeemed or
purchased to be canceled;

(17) Toborrow money and to apply for and
accept advances, loans, grants, contributions,
and any other form of financial assistancefrom
the federal government, the state, county,
municipality, or other public body or from any
sour ces, public or private, for the purposes of
implementing a development plan, to give such
security as may be required and to enter into
and carry out contractsin connection therewith.
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Anauthority, notwithstandingthe provisionsof
any other law, may includein any contract for
financial assistancewith thefeder al gover nment
for a project such conditionsimposed pur suant
to federal law as the authority may deem
reasonable and appropriate and which are not
inconsistent with the purposes of sections
99.1000 to 99.1060;

(18) Toincur development project costsand
make such expendituresas may be necessary to
carry out the purposes of sections 99.1000 to
99.1060; and to make expenditures from funds
obtained from the federal government without
regard to any other laws pertaining to the
making and approval of appropriations and
expenditures,

(19) To delegate to a.municipality or other
public body any of the powers or functions of
the authority with respect to the planning or
undertaking of a development project, and any
such municipality or public body is hereby
authorized tocarry out or perform such powers
or functionsfor the authority;

(200 To receive and exercise powers
delegated by any authority, agency, or agent of
amunicipality created pursuant tothischapter
or chapter 353, RSMo;

(21) To loan the proceeds of obligations
issued pursuant to sections 99.1000 to 99.1060
for the purpose of providing for the purchase,
construction, extension, and improvement of
public infrastructurerelated to a development
project by a developer pursuant to a
development contract approved by the
authority in accordance with subdivision (2) of
section 99.1021;

(22) To declare any funds, or any portion
thereof, in the special allocation fund to be
excess funds, so long as such excess funds have
not been pledged to the payment of outstanding
obligationsor outstanding development pr oj ect
costs, are not necessary for the payment of

development project costs incurred or
anticipated tobeincurred, and arenot required
to pay baseline state sales taxes and baseline
state withholding taxes to the director of
revenue. Any such funds deemed to be excess
shall be disbursed in the manner of surplus
funds as provided in section 99.1051;

(23) To pledge or otherwise expend funds
deposited to the special allocation fund, or any
portion thereof, except any portion that
constitutesstate salestaxesor statewithholding
taxes in amounts equal to state sales taxes or
statewithholdingtaxesfor thebaselineyear, for
the payment or reimbur sement of development
project costs incurred by the authority, the
municipality, a developer selected by the
authority in accordance with the provisions of
section 99.1021, or any other entity with the
consent of theauthority; to pledge or otherwise
expend fundsdeposited to the special allocation
fund, or any portion ther eof, except any portion
that constitutes baseline state sales taxes or
baseline statewithholding taxes, or tomortgage
or otherwise encumber its property, or any
portion thereof, for the payment of obligations
issued- to finance development project costs,
provided, however, any such pledge or
expenditure of economic activity taxesor other
net new revenues shall be subject to annual
appropriation by the municipality; and

(24) To exercise all powers or parts or
combinations of power s necessary, convenient,
or appropriate to undertake and carry out
development plans and any development
projectsand all thepower sgranted pursuant to
sections99.1000t0 99.1060, excluding power sof
eminent domain.

2. If any member of the governing body of
the municipality, a commissioner of the
authority, or an employee or consultant of the
municipality or authority, involved in the
planning and preparation of a development
project, owns or controls an interest, direct or
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indirect, in any property included in a
development project area, the individual shall
disclose the same in writing to the clerk of the
municipality, and shall also so disclose the
dates, terms, and conditions of any disposition
of any such interest, which disclosures shall be
acknowledged by the governing body of the
municipality and entered upon the minutes
booksof thegover ning body of themunicipality.
If an individual holdssuch an interest, then that
individual shall refrain fromany further official
involvement in regard to a development proj ect
and from voting on any matter pertaining to
such development project or communicating
with other commissioners or members of the
authority or the municipality concerning any
matter pertainingto such development prgject.
Furthermore, subject to the " succeeding
sentence, no such member, commissioner,
employee, or consultant shall acquire any
interest, direct or indirect, in any property in a
development project area or proposed
development project area, after either (a) such
individual obtainsknowledge of a development
project, or (b) first public netice of | such
development project, or development project
areapursuant tosubsection 2 of section 99.1036,
whichever first occurs. At any time after one
year from the adoption of an ordinance
designating a development project area, any
commissioner may acquire an interest in real
estate located in a development project area so
long as any such commissioner discloses-such
acquisition and refrains from voting.on any
matter related to the development project area
in which the property acquired by such
commissioner islocated.

99.1021. Real property which isacquired by
an authority in adevelopment proj ect areamay
be disposed of asfollows:

(1) Within a development project area, the
authority may sell, lease, exchange, or otherwise
transfer real property, including land,
improvements, and fixtures, or any interest

therein, to any developer selected for a
development project, or any portion thereof, in
accor dance with the development plan, subject
to such covenants, conditions, and restrictions
asmay bedeemed to bein thepublicinterest or
to carry out the purposes of sections 99.1000 to
99.1060. Such real property shall besold, leased,
or transferred at itsfair market value for uses
in accordance with the development plan;
provided that such fair market value may be
less than the cost of such property to the
authority. In determiningthefair market value
of real property for usesin accordance with a
development plan, the authority shall takeinto
account and give consider ation to the uses and
purposesrequired by thedevelopment plan; the
restrictionsupon, and thecovenants, conditions,
and obligations assumed by the developer of
such property; the objectives of the
development plan; and such other matters as
theauthority shall specify asbeingappropriate.
In fixing rental and sale prices, an authority
shall give consideration to appraisals of the
property for such uses made by experts
employed by the authority;

(2) The authority shall, by public notice
published in a newspaper having a general
circulation in a development area, prior to
selecting one or more developers for any
development project, or any portion thereof,
invite proposals from, and make available all
pertinent information to, private developers or
any persons interested in undertaking the
development of such development project, or
any portion thereof. Such notice shall be
published at least once each week during the
two weeks preceding the selection of a
developer, shall identify the area of the
development project or development projects,
or any portion thereof, for which one or more
developers are to be selected, and shall state
that such further information as is available
and may be obtained at the office of the
authority. The authority shall consider all
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proposals and the financial and legal ability of
the prospective developers to carry out their
proposals. The authority may negotiate and
enter into one or more contracts with any
developer selected for the development of any
such area for the development of such area by
such developer in accordance with a
development plan or for thesaleor lease of any
real property to any such developer in any such
area for the purpose of developing such
property in accordance with the development
plan. The authority may enter into any such
contract asit deemsto bein the publicinterest
and in furtherance of the purposes of sections
99.1000 t0 99.1060; provided that the authority
has, not lessthan ten daysprior ther eto, notified
thegoverningbody in writing of itsintention to
enter into such contract. Thereafter, the
authority may execute such contract in
accor dance with the provisions of subdivision
(2) of thissection and deliver deeds, leases, and
other instruments and take all steps necessary
to effectuate such contract. Initsdiscretion, the
authority may, in accordance with the
provisions of this subdivision, dispose of any
real property in an area sdected for a
development project, or any portion thereof, to
private developersfor development under such
reasonablecompetitivebidding proceduresasit
shall prescribe, subject to the provisions of
subdivision (1) of this section;

(3) In carrying out a development project,
the authority may:

(@) Convey to the municipalitysuch-real
property as, in accordance with the
development plan, isto be dedicated as public
right-of-way for streets, sidewalks, alleys, or
other public ways, this power being additional
to and not limiting any and all other power s of
conveyance of property to municipalities
expressed, generally or otherwise, in sections
99.1000 to 99.1060;

(b) Grant servitudes, easements, and rights-

of-way for public utilities, sewers, streets, and
other similar facilities, in accordance with the
development plan; and

(c) Convey to the municipality or other
appropriate public body such real property as,
in accor dance with the development plan, isto
be used for parks, schools, public buildings,
facilities, or other public purposes;

(49 The authority may operate and
maintain real property in thedevelopment area
pending the disposition or development of the
property in accordance with a development
plan, without regard to the provisions of
subdivisions (1) and (2) of thissection, for such
uses:and purposes as may be deemed desirable
even though not in conformity with the
development plan.

99.1027. 1. A development plan shall set
forth in writing a general description of the
program to be undertaken to accomplish the
development projectsand related objectivesand
shall include, but need not be limited to:

(1) The estimated development project
Costs;

(2) Theanticipated sour ces of fundsto pay
such development project costs,

(3) Evidence of thecommitmentstofinance
such development project costs,

(4) The anticipated type and term of the
sources of funds to pay such development
project costs,

(5) The anticipated type and terms of the
obligationsto be issued;

(6) The most recent equalized assessed
valuation of the property within the
development project area;

(7) An estimate asto the equalized assessed
valuation after the development project areais
developed in accordance with a development
plan; and
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(8) The general land uses to apply in the
development ar ea.

2. Thedevelopment plan may beadopted by
amunicipality in reliance on findingsthat:

(1) The development area has not been
subject to growth and development through
investment by privateenter priseand would not
reasonably be anticipated to be developed
without the implementation of one or more
development projects and the adoption of
development financing;

(2) The development plan conforms to the
comprehensive plan for the development of the
municipality asawhole;

(3) The estimated dates, which shall not be
mor e than twenty-five year sfrom the adoption
of the ordinance approving any development
project, of the completion of such development
project and retirement of obligations incurred
to finance development project costs have been
stated, provided that no ordinance approving a
development proj ect shall beadopted later than
fifteen year sfrom theadoption of theor dinance
approving the development plan and provided
that noproperty for adevelopment project shall
be acquired by eminent domain later than ten
years from the adoption of the ordinance
approving such development plan;

(4) In the event any businessor residenceis
to be relocated as a direct result of the
implementation of thedevelopment plan, aplan
hasbeen developed for relocation assistancefor
businesses and residences; and

(5) A cost-benefit analysis showing the
economicimpact of thedevelopment plan onthe
municipality and school districts that are at
least partially within the boundaries of the
development area. The analysis shall show the
impact on the economy if the development
projects are not built pursuant to the
development plan under consideration. The
cost-benefit analysisshall includeafiscal impact

study on each municipality and school district
whichisat least partially within theboundaries
of the development area, and sufficient
information from the authority to evaluate
whether each development project as proposed
isfinancially feasible.

99.1030. In the event a county of this state
desiresto designate a development area located
in whole or in part within the boundaries of
another municipality, such county shall first
obtain the permission of the gover ning body of
such other municipality.

99.1033. 1. A municipality may:

(1) Approve by ordinance the exercise by
the authority of the powers, functions, and
dutiesof the authority pursuant to sections
99.1000t099.1060;

(2) After adopting an ordinance in
accordance with subdivison (1) of this
subsection and after receipt of
recommendations from the authority in
accor dance with subsection 2 of this section, by
ordinance, designate development areas and
adopt the development plans, development
projects, designate a development project area
for each development project adopted, and
adopt development financing for each such
development project area. Nodevelopment plan
may be adopted until the development areais
designated. No development project shall be
adopted until the development plan is adopted
and the development project area for each
development project shall be designated at the
time of adopting the development project; and

(3) Exercisethepower s, duties, or functions
of the authority under sections 99.1000 to
99.1060.

2. Theauthority shall hold public hearings
and providenotice pur suant to sections99.1042
and 99.1045. Within ten days following the
completion of any such public hearing, the
authority shall vote on, and shall make
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recommendation to the governing body of the
municipality with regard to, any development
plan, development projects, designation of a
development area, or amendments thereto
which wer e proposed at such public hearing.

99.1036. 1. Prior to the adoption of the
ordinance designating a development area,
adopting a development plan, or approving a
development project, the authority shall fix a
time and place for a public hearing and notify
each taxing district located wholly or partially
within the boundaries of the proposed
development area or development project area
affected. Such notice shall comply with the
provisions of subsection 2 of thissection. At the
publichearingany interested per-son or-affected
taxing district may file with the authority
written objectionsto, or commentson, and may
be heard orally in respect to, any issues
embodied inthenotice. Theauthority shall hear
and consider all protests, objections, comments,
and other evidence presented at the hearing.
The hearing may be continued to another date
without further noticeother than amotion tobe
entered upon the minutes fixing the time and
place of the subsequent hearing.-Prior-to the
conclusion of thehearing, changesmay bemade
in the development plan, development project,
development ar ea, or development project area,
provided that written notice of such changesis
availableat thepublichearing. After thepublic
hearing but prior to the adoption of an
ordinance designating a development/ area,
adopting a development plan, or approving a
development project, changes may be made to
any such proposed development plan,
development project, development area, or
development project area without a further
hearing, if such changes do not enlarge the
exterior boundaries of the development area,
and do not substantially affect the general land
uses established in a development plan or
development project, provided that notice of
such changes shall be given by mail to each

affected taxing district and by publication in a
newspaper of general circulation in the
development area or development project area,
asapplicable, not lessthan ten daysprior tothe
adoption of thechangesby ordinance. After the
adoption of an ordinance designating the
development area, adopting a development
plan, approving a development project, or
designating a development project area, no
ordinanceshall beadopted alteringtheexterior
boundaries of the development area or a
development project area, affecting the general
land uses established pursuant to the
development plan or the general nature of a
development project without holding a public
hearing in accordance with this section. One
publichearingmay beheld for thesimultaneous
consideration of a development area,
development plan, development project, or
development project area.

2. Notice of the public hearing required by
section 99.1036 shall be given by publication
and mailing. Notice by publication shall be
given by publication at least twice, the first
publication to benot morethan thirty daysand
thesecond publication to be not morethan ten
days prior to the hearing, in a newspaper of
general circulation in theproposed development
areaor development project ar ea, asapplicable.
Notice by mailing shall be given by depositing
such noticeintheUnited Statesmail by certified
mail addressed to the person or persons in
whose name the general taxes for the last
preceding year were paid on each lot, block,
tract, or parcd of land lying within the
proposed development area or development
project area, as applicable, which is to be
subjected tothe payment or paymentsin lieu of
taxes and economic activity taxes pursuant to
section 99.1042. Such notice shall be mailed not
less than ten days prior to the date set for the
public hearing. In the event taxes for the last
preceding year were not paid, the notice shall
also be sent to the persons|last listed on the tax
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rolls within the preceding three years as the
ownersof such property.

3. Thenoticesissued pursuant tothissection
shall include the following:

(1) Thetimeand placeof thepublichearing;

(2) Thegeneral boundaries of the proposed
development area or development project area,
asapplicable, by street location, wherepossible;

(3) A statement that all interested persons
shall begiven an opportunity to beheard at the
public hearing;

(4) A description of the development plan
and the proposed development projects and a
location and timewher etheentir e devel opment
plan or development projects proposed may be
reviewed by any inter ested-party;

(5) An estimate of other net new revenues,
and

(6) Such other mattersastheauthority may
deem appropriate.

4. Not lessthan forty-fivedays prior to the
date set for the public hearing, the authority
shall give notice by mail.as provided 'in
subsection 2 of thissection to all taxing districts
with jurisdiction over taxable property in the
development area or development project area,
as applicable, and in addition to the other
requirements pursuant to subsection 3 of this
section, the notice shall include an invitation to
each taxing district to submit commentstoithe
authority concerning the subject matter of the
hearing prior to the date of the hearing.

5. A copy of any and all hearing notices
required by section 99.1036 shall be submitted
by the authority to the director of the
department of economic development and the
time such notices are mailed or published, as
applicable.

99.1039. 1. For the purpose of financing
development project costs, obligations may be

issued by the municipality, or, at therequest of
the municipality, by the authority or any other
political subdivision authorized to issue bonds,
but in no event by the state, to pay or reimburse
development project costs. Such obligations,
when so issued, shall beretired in the manner
provided in the ordinance or resolution
authorizing theissuance of such obligations.

2. Obligations issued pursuant to sections
99.1000t0 99.1060 may beissued in oneor more
series bearing interest at such rate or rates as
theissuing entity shall determine by ordinance
or resolution. Such obligations shall bear such
date or dates, be in such denomination, carry
such registration privileges, beexecuted in such
manner;be payablein such medium of payment
at such'placeor places, contain such covenants,
terms, and conditions, and be subject to
redemption as such ordinance or resolution
shall provide. Obligations issued pursuant to
sections 99.1000 to 99.1060 may be sold at
public or private sale at such price as shall be
determined by theissuing entity and shall state
that obligations issued pursuant to sections
99,1000 to 99.1060 are special obligations
payable solely from the funds specifically
pledged. Noreferendum approval of theelectors
shall berequired as a condition to the issuance
of obligations pursuant to sections 99.1000 to
99.1060.

3. In the event the obligations contain a
recital that they areissued pursuant to sections
99.1000 to 99.1060, such recital shall be
conclusive evidence of their validity and of the
regularity of their issuance.

4. Neither the municipality, the authority,
or any other entity issuing such obligations, or
the members, commissioners, directors, or the
officers of any such entities nor any person
executing any obligation shall be personally
liable for such obligation by reason of the
issuance thereof. The obligations issued
pursuant to sections99.1000t0 99.1060 shall not
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be a general obligation of the state, the
municipality, or any political subdivision
thereof, nor in any event shall such obligation
be payable out of any fundsor propertiesother
than those specifically pledged as security for
such obligations. The obligations shall not
constitute indebtedness within the meaning of
any constitutional, statutory, or charter debt
limitation or restriction.

5. Obligations issued pursuant to sections
99.1000 to 99.1060 may beissued to refund, in
wholeor in part, obligationstheretofor e issued
by such entity under the authority of sections
99.1000 to 99.1060, whether at or prior to
maturity; provided, however, that the last
maturity of the refunding obligations-shall-not
be expressed to mature later than the last
maturity date of the obligationsto berefunded.

6. In the event a municipality or authority
issues obligations under home rule powers or
other legidative authority, the proceeds of
which are pledged to pay for development
project costs, the municipality may retire such
obligations from fundsin the special allocation
fund in amountsand in such manner asif such
obligations had been issued pursuant to the
provisions of sections 99.1000 to 99.1060.

99.1042. 1. A municipality, after designating
a development area, adopting a development
plan, and adopting any development project in
conformance with the procedures of sections
99.1000 to 99.1060, may adopt ‘development
financing for the development ‘project area
selected for any such development project by
passing an ordinance. Upon the adoption of the
first of any such ordinances, the municipality
shall establish, or shall direct the authority to
establish, a special allocation fund for the
development area.

2. Immediately upon the adoption of a
resolution or ordinance adopting development
financing for a development project area
pursuant to subsection 1 of this section, the

county assessor shall determine the total
equalized assessed value of all taxable real
property within such development project area
by adding together the most recently
ascertained equalized assessed value of each
taxable lot, block, tract, or parcel of real
property within such development project area
asof thedate of the adoption of such resolution
or ordinance and shall provide to the clerk of
the municipality written certification of such
amount as the total initial equalized assessed
value of the taxable real property within such
development project area.

3. In each of thetwenty-five calendar years
followingtheadoption of an or dinanceadopting
development financing for a development
project area pursuant to subsection 1 of this
section unless and until development financing
for such development project areaister minated
by ordinance of the municipality, the ad
valorem taxes, and paymentsin lieu of taxes, if
any, arising from the levies upon taxable real
property in such development project area by
taxing districts at the tax rates determined in
themanner provided in section 99.1054 shall be
divided'as follows:

(1) That portion of taxes, penalties, and
interest levied upon each taxable lot, block,
tract, or parcel of real property in such
development project areawhich isattributable
to the initial equalized assessed value of each
such taxable lot, block, tract, or parcel of real
property in such development project area as
certified by the county assessor in accordance
with subsection 2 of this section shall be
allocated to and, when collected, shall be paid
by the collecting authority to the respective
affected taxing districtsin themanner required
by law in the absence of the adoption of
development financing;

(2) Paymentsin lieu of taxesattributableto
the increase in the current equalized assessed
valuation of each taxable lot, block, tract, or
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parcel of real property in the development
project area and any applicable penalty and
interest over and above the initial equalized
assessed value of each such taxable lot, block,
tract, or parce of real property in such
development project area as certified by the
county assessor in accor dancewith subsection 2
of this section shall be allocated to and, when
collected, shall be paid to the collecting officer
of the municipality who shall deposit such
payment in lieu of taxes into a separate
segr egated account for paymentsin lieu of taxes
within the special fund. Payments in lieu of
taxes which are due and owing shall constitute
alien against thereal property from which such
paymentsin lieu of taxes are derived and shall
be collected in the same manner as real
property taxes, including the assessment of
penaltiesand interest whereapplicable. Thelien
of paymentsin lieu of taxesmay beforeclosed in
the same manner as the lien of real property
taxes. No part of the current equalized assessed
valuation of each lot, block, tract, or parcel of
property in any such development project area
attributable to any increase above the initial
equalized assessed value of each such taxable
lot, block, tract, or parcel of real property in
such development project area as certified by
the county assessor in accordance with
subsection 2 of this section shall be used in
calculating the general state school aid formula
provided for in section 163.031, RSMo, until
development financing for such development
project area expires or is terminated in
accor dance with sections 99.1000 to 99.1060;

(3) For purposesof thissection, “leviesupon
taxablereal property in such development area
by taxing districts’ shall not include the blind
pension fund tax levied under the authority of
section 38(b), article Ill, of the Missouri
Constitution, the merchants’ and
manufacturers inventory replacement tax
levied under the authority of subsection 2 of
section 6 of article X of the Missouri

Constitution, the desegr egation salestax, or the
conservation taxes.

4. In each of thetwenty-five calendar years
following the adoption of an ordinance or
resolution adopting development financing for
a development project area pursuant to
subsection 1 of this section unless and until
development financing for such development
project area is terminated in accordance with
sections 99.1000 to 99.1060, fifty percent of the
economic activity taxesfrom such development
project area shall be allocated to, and paid by
the collecting officer of any such economic
activity tax to, thetreasurer or other designated
financial officer of the municipality, who shall
deposit-such funds in a separate segregated
account for economic activity taxes within the
special allocation fund.

99.1045. 1. A municipality may submit an
application to the Missouri agricultural and
small business development authority created
pursuant to section 348.020, RSMo, for
approval of theuseof other net new revenuesto
fund.oneor moredevelopment projectsthrough
statesupplemental rural development financing.
An application submitted to the Missouri
agricultural and small business development
authority shall contain thefollowing, in addition
to theitems set forth in section 99.1027:

(1) An estimatethat onehundr ed per cent of
the payments in lieu of taxes and economic
activity taxesdeposited to the special allocation
fund must and will be used to pay development
project costs or obligations issued to finance
development project costs to achieve the
objectives of the development plan.
Contributionsto the development project from
any private not-for-profit organization or local
contributions from tax abatement or other
sources may be substituted on a dollar for
dollar basisfor thelocal match of one hundred
percent of payments in lieu of taxes and
economic activity taxes from the fund;
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(2) Identification of the existing businesses
located within thedevelopment project areaand
the development area;

(3) The aggregate baseline year amount of
state sales tax revenues and the aggregate
baseline year amount of state income tax
withheld on behalf of existing employees,
reported by existing businesses within the
development project area. Provisions of
section 32.057 notwithstanding, thedepartment
of revenue will provide this information to
municipalitieswithin forty-fivebusinessdaysof
receivingarequest fromamunicipality for such
information;

(4) An estimate of the state sales-tax
increment and state income tax increment
within the development project area after
redevelopment;

(5 An affidavit that is signed by the
developer or developers attesting that the
provision of subdivision (2) of subsection 3 of
section 99.1027 hasbeen met and specifyingthat
the development area would net be reasonably
anticipated to be developed / without the
appropriation of the other net new.revenues,

(6) Theamountsand types of other net new
revenues sought by the applicant as state
supplemental rural development financing;

(7) The methodologies and underlying
assumptionsused in deter miningtheestimateof
the state sales tax increment and the state
income tax increment;

(80 Any other information reasonably
requested by the Missouri agricultural and
small business development authority.

2. The Missouri agricultural and small
business development authority shall make all
reasonableeffortstoprocessapplicationswithin
sixty days of receipt of the application.

3. The Missouri agricultural and small
business development authority shall make a

determination regarding state supplemental
rural development financing and shall forward
such determination to the director of the
department of economic development. In no
event shall the amount of state supplemental
rural development financing approved for a
project, in addition to any other economic
development funding or incentives, exceed the
projected state benefit of the development
project, as determined by the department of
economic development. Upon approval of state
supplemental rural development financing, a
certificate of approval shall be issued by the
department of economic development
containing the terms and limitations of the
financing.

4./At no time shall the annual amount of
other net new revenues approved for state
supplemental rural development financing
exceed one hundred million dollars.

5. Development projectsreceiving other net
new revenues shall belimited to receiving such
revenues for fifteen years, unless specific
approval for a longer term is given by the
director of the department of economic
development, as set forth in the certificate of
approval; except that, in no case shall the
duration exceed twenty-five years. The
approved term notwithstanding, state
supplemental rural development financing shall
terminate when development financing for a
development project is terminated by a
municipality;

6. The municipality shall deposit other net
new revenuesin a separate segregated account
for other net new revenues within the special
allocation fund.

7. The department of economic
development may chargeareasonablefee, tobe
submitted with an application for state
supplemental rural development financing, in
an amount reasonably estimated to recover the
costsfor personnel and other expensesincurred
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by the department of revenue, the department
of economic development, and the Missouri
agricultural and small business development
authority in processing the application. Such
fees shall be deposited into the state
supplemental rural development fund created
pursuant to section 99.1048.

8. Development proj ect costsmay include, at
the prerogative of the state, the portion of
salaries and expenses of the department of
economic development and the department of
revenue reasonably allocable to each
development project approved for state
supplemental rural development financing for
theongoingadministrativefunctionsassociated
with such development pr oject.-Such-amounts
shall be deposited into the state supplemental
rural development fund created pursuant to
section 99.1048.

9. A development project approved for state
supplemental rural development financing may
not thereafter elect to receive tax increment
financing pursuant to the real property tax
increment allocation redevel opment-act; sections
99.800 to 99.865, and continue to receive state
supplemental rural development financing
pursuant to sections 99.1000 to 99.1060.

10. The director of the department of
economic development shall issue regulations
and publish formsto implement the provisions
of this section and section 99.1048.

99.1048. 1. There is hereby established
within the state treasury a special-fund to be
known as the “State Supplemental Rural
Development Fund”, to be administered by the
department of economicdevelopment. Thefund
shall consist of money:

(1) Appropriated from the general revenue
fund;

(2) Received from fees charged pursuant to
subsection 7 of section 99.1045;

(3) Received from costschar ged pur suant to

subsection 8 of section 99.1045; and

4. Money in the state supplemental rural
development fund may be spent for the
reasonable and necessary costs associated with
the administration of the program authorized
under sections 99.1000 to 99.1060.

5. Nomunicipality shall obligateor commit
theexpenditureof other net new revenuesprior
to receiving a certificate of approval for the
development project generating such other net
new revenues.

99.1051. 1. When all development proj ect
costs and all obligations issued to finance
development project costs have been paid in
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full, the municipality shall adopt an ordinance
terminating development financing for all
development project areas. Immediately upon
theadoption of such ordinance, all paymentsin
lieu of taxes, all economic activity taxes, and
other net new revenues then remaining in the
special allocation fund shall be deemed to be
surplus funds; and thereafter, the rates of the
taxing districts shall be extended and taxes
levied, collected, and distributed in the manner
applicable in the absence of the adoption of
development financing. Surplus payments in
lieu of taxesshall be paid to the county collector
who shall immediately thereafter pay such
fundstothetaxing districtsin the development
area selected in the same manner fand
proportion as the most recent distribution by
the collector to the affected taxing districts of
real property taxes from real property in the
development area. Surplus economic activity
taxes shall be paid to thetaxing districtsin the
development area in proportion to the then
current levy rates of such taxing districts that
are attributable to economic activity taxes.
Surplusother net new revenues shall be paid to
the state. Any other funds remaining in the
gpecial allocation fund followingtheadoption of
an ordinance terminating development
financing in accordance with this section shall
be deposited to the general fund of the
municipality.

2. Upon the payment of all development
project costs, retirement of obligations, and the
distribution of any surplus funds pursuant to
this section, the municipality shall adopt an
ordinancedissolving the special allocation fund
and terminating the designation of the
development area as a development ar ea.

3. Nothing in sections 99.1000 to 99.1060
shall be construed asrelieving property in such
areas from paying a uniform rate of taxes, as
required by article X, section 3 of the Missouri
Constitution.

99.1054. I n each of thetwenty-fivecalendar
years following the adoption of an ordinance
adopting development financing for a
development project area, unless and until
development financing for such development
project area isterminated by ordinance of the
municipality, then, in respect to every taxing
district containing such development project
area, the county clerk, or any other official
required by law to ascertain the amount of the
equalized assessed value of all taxable property
within such development project area for the
purpose of computing any debt serviceleviesto
be extended upon taxable property within such
development project area, shall in every year
that development financingisin effect ascertain
theamount of value of taxable property in such
development project area by including in such
amount the certified total initial equalized
assessed value of all taxable real property in
such development project area in lieu of the
equalized assessed value of all taxable real
property in such development project area. For
the purpose of measuring the size of payments
in“lieu of taxes under sections 99.1000 to
99.1060, all tax levies shall then be extended to
the current equalized assessed value of all
property in thedevelopment project areain the
same manner as the tax rate percentage is
extended to all other taxable property in the
taxing district.

99.1057. Beginning in 2008, and every five
years thereafter, a joint committee of the
general assembly, comprised of five members
appointed by the speaker of the house of
representativesand five member sappointed by
the president pro tempore of the senate, shall
review sections 99.1000 to 99.1060.

(11) The cost of any property acquired,
disposed of, rehabilitated, reconstructed,

repaired, or remodeled;

(12) The number of parcelsacquired by or
through initiation of eminent domain
proceedings;

(13) For municipalitieswith morethan four
hundred thousand inhabitants, the number of
development projects developed in connection
with community development cor porationsand
the amount of funds generated pursuant to
section 99.1042 which are expended in
connection with such project; and

(14) Any additional information the
department of economic development deems
necessary.

3./Data contained in the report mandated
pursuant totheprovisionsof subsection 1 of this
section and any infor mation regar dingamounts
disbursed to municipalities pursuant to the
provisionsof sections 99.1042 and 99.1045 shall
bedeemed apublicrecord, asdefined in section
610.010, RSMo.

4. The director of the department of
economic development shall submit areport to
the governor, the speaker of the house of
representatives, and the president pro tempore
of the senate no later than April thirtieth of
each year. Thereport shall contain a summary
of all information received by the director of
economicdevelopment pursuant to subsection 2
of thissection.

5. An annual statement showing the
